History  of  the  Class  of  '2 1 


HE  Class  of  '21  occupies  a  very  proud  position  in  the  history  of 
this  institution.  It  has  suffered  the  vicissitudes  and  borne  the 
hardships,  enjoyed  the  advantages,  and  reaped  the  benefits  of  that 
period  which  has  meant  more  to  Hampden-Sidney  College  than 
any  other  period  of  equal  duration.  During  our  short  stay,  the 
College  and  its  life  has  been  practically  revolutionized. 

The  past  two  years  have  marked  the  real  beginning  of  the 
era  of  awakening  and  development.  For  years,  Hampden-Sidney 
had  been  a  denominational  college,  but  had  no  direct  connection  with  the  church. 
It  now  came  under  the  control  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia.  Dr.  Eggleston,  one 
of  the  foremost  educators  of  Virginia,  and  with  a  long  record  of  successful 
service  behind  him,  assumed  the  presidency.  The  faculty  was  increased  and 
several  new  courses  added  to  the  curriculum.  Scholastic  requirements  were 
stiffened.  The  "automatic  mule"  administered  its  first  fatal  kick  and  left  us, 
though  weakened  in  numbers,  determined  upon  harder  study.  Electricity  and 
many  other  modern  conveniences  were  installed.  Cement  walks  were  laid.  Dr. 
Gammon  procured  for  us  adequate  facilities  for  a  real  Y.  M.  C.  A.  The 
infirmary  and  the  seminary  were  put  in  order  and  opened  again.  The  campus 
was  resurveyel  and  plans  laid  for  .new  buildings.  Finally  the  million  dollar 
campaign  that  has  been  recently  launched,  promises  to  put  Hampden-Sidney 
on  the  map. 

Consequently,  the  Senior  Class  views  with  pride  its  connection  with  Hamp- 
den-Sidney College  at  this  vital  time. 

It  is  only  natural  that  in  this  time  of  stress,  some  of  the  pilgrimage  with  us 
will  be  missing  when  the  final  roll  is  called.  The  saddest  part  of  the  history  of 
our  class  lies  in  that  list  of  the  names  of  its  members  after  which  must  be  written 
the  symbol  ex  '21.  Others,  however,  have  come  to  fill  these  vacant  places.  Some 
have  returned  from  the  army,  some  have  risen  from  the  lower  classes,  but  all 
have  caught  the  r  Id  spirit  and  have  been  welded  into  one  homogeneous  whole  by 
the  fires  of  friend  and  fellowship.

Two  championships  were  won,  a  third  tied,  and  the  fourth  was  not  awarded  ow- 
ing to  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  For  the  past  three  years  the  class  of  '21  has  furnished 
the  captains  for  all  three  teams,  football,  basketball  and  baseball.  Furthermore, 
Adams,  Aylor,  Brittain,  Fleming  and  Lyle  have  represented  us  in  football.  Brit- 
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tain  and  Fleming  played  on  the  varsity  quint,  the  former  having  been  captain 
for  three  years;  on  the  diamond,  Aylor,  Lacy  and  Bittinger  have  upheld  our 
honor. 

Let  one  not  imagine,  however,  that  we  have  neglected  the  scholastic  for  the 
athletic  side  of  college  life,  for  we  all  study  more  or  less.  We  have  to.  How- 
ever, Heinie  Glenn  and  Doc  Thweatt  are  openly  avowed  sharks.  Wat  Lacy,  Wel- 
ton  and  Headlee  are  orators  of  note  and  ability,  while  the  literary  ability  of 
Frank  McFaden  who  left  us  at  Christmas,  due  to  ill  health,  is  attested  by  a 
position  on  all  three  college  publications,  Magazine,  Tiger  and  Kaleidoscope,  of 
which  latter  he  was  editor-in-chief.  Deacon  Hundley  is  our  best  known  Mexican 
athlete.  (If  one  happens  to  be  passing  the  college  shop  and  sees  a  group  stand- 
ing around  with  mouths  open  in  wonder,  it  is  a  reasonable  guess  that  Adams 
and  Whaley  of  the  army  and  navy  Club  are  beguiling  the  happy  hours  in  the 
great  national  pastime. 

Our  faces  are  now  turned  toward  the  great  outside  world  and  we  shall  soon 
be  engaged  in  the  struggle  for  which  we  have  been  preparing  during  these  years. 
Amidst  the  bustle  and  toil  of  life,  however,  there  are  some  quiet  moments  of  re- 
flection, and  in  these  our  memories  will  ever  turn  toward  the  "hill."  Here 
we  have  spent  the  happiest  part  of  our  life.  And  here  let  us  hope,  in  the 
future  years  the  class  of  '21  may  look  forward  to  frequent  and  joyous  reunions.

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Freshman  Class  History 


S  a  general  thing  the  history  of  any  freshman  class  is  both  a  diffi- 
cult and  an  easy  thing  to  write.  Difficult  in  that  there  is  but  one 
year  in  which  the  historian  can  seek  for  material.  Easy  in  that 
the  history  of  the  average  freshman  class  is  not  eventful  enough 
to  fill  up  many  pages  of  a  college  annual. 

The  class  of  1924  began  its  life  with  one  notable  distinction. 
It  was  the  largest  freshman  class  to  ever  enter  Hampden-Sidney. 
From  Maine  to  Mississippi  the  new  men  came,  some  green,  some 
consciously  blase,  but  all  determined  to  become  loyal  sons  of  H.-S. 
C.  We  started  out  with  this  very  noble  intention.  We  were  encouraged  to 
preserve  it  by  the  Sophomores.  Under  their  gentle  persuasion  we  had  learned 
our  College  songs  and  yells  within  two  weeks  after  arrival.  Aided  by  the  be- 
nign influence  of  the  upper  classmen  we  managed  to  keep  a  group  of  spectators 
at  Death  Valley  every  afternoon  during  football  season  and  even  to  indulge 
in  a  chance  game  of  leap  frog  as  a  side  attraction. 

The  Class  of  '24  has  never  found  itself  slighted  by  the  lack  of  attention 
from  the  upper  classmen.  Several  notable  social  events  were  held  in  our  honor. 
The  most  successful  of  these  were  the  first  night  on  the  "Tank,"  "Second  Pass- 
age," the  midnight  assembly  and  subsequent  race  to  Parmville,  and  "Fourth 
Passage."  These  little  honors  and  attentions  did  much  to  break  the  ice  for  the 
Freshmen  and  make  them  feel  a  part  of  the  College. 

This  year's  Freshman  Class  has  been  especially  prominent  in  athletics. 
Attaya  and  E.  Sager  were  football  letter  men.  Then,  too,  at  least  one  third  of 
the  entire  squad  was  composed  of  Freshmen.  In  basketball  the  Freshmen  fur- 
nished L.  Sager,  Johnson  and  Attaya,  who  were  valuable  additions  to  the  Var- 
sity. Several  Freshmen  bid  fair  to  earn  a  place  on  this  year's  baseball  team. 
The  first  year  men  were  not  contented  to  limit  their  support  to  the  Varsity. 
Freshmen  football,  basketball,  and  baseball  teams  were  organized,  all  three  teams 
winning  a  good  percentage  of  their  games. 

[n  spite  of  ils  activity  in  athletics  the  Freshmen  Class  is  not  without  its 
brilliant  students,  literary  geniuses,  and  oratorical  talent.  Bittinger  and  Roberts 
are  the  acknowledged  sharks  of  the  class.  Poage  is  the  Freshman  bright  light 
of  the  Philanthropic  Literary  Society.  The  Freshman  Latin  1  Class  became 
famous  when  Dr.  Whiting  handed  out  two  A 's  and  eight  B's  at  the  end  of 
one  month. 
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The  Class  of  '24  showed  its  determined  spirit  when  it  held  its  first  meeting 
in  spite  of  the  greatest  difficulties.  Next  year  the  Freshmen  will  lose  a  few 
men.  The  majority  who  will  return  will  enter  Hampden-Sidney  next  fall  with 
the  same  spirit  of  determination.  This  spirit  will  be  directed  toward  the  de- 
velopment  of  Hampden-Sidney   which  can   be   accomplished   only   by   the   co- 

operaton  of  all  her  loyal  sons.

S^P"™8^  HEN  '  football  practice 
began  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September,  the 
men  got  their  first 
glimpse  of  Coach 
Roundy,  our  new  di- 
rector of  athletics.  To 
his  efforts  the  eventual 
success  of  this  year's 
football  team  may,  in  large  part,  be 
ascribed.  Coach  Roundy  came  to  us 
practically  unknown,  took  new  and  in- 
experienced players,  and  by  instilling 
into  them  his  own  fighting  spirit 
changed  a  hopelessly  defeated  team 
into  a  bunch  of  fighters.  His  knowl- 
edge of  the  game  and  his  ability  to 
impart  his  knowledge  were  equally 
great. 

Fifty  candidates  reported  on  Ven- 
able  Field  tbe  first  evening  and  work 
began.  Capt.  Adams,  Day,  Smith, 
Sands,  and  Fleming,  letter  men  from 
last  year,  served  as  a  nucleus  around 
which  to  build.  No  time  was  wasted 
in  preliminaries.  The  backfield  worked 
hard,  the  line  harder. 

After  two  weeks  of  this  gruelling 
work,  we  faced  our  first  opponents  in 
V.  P.  I.  On  a  wet  field  which  slowed 
up  play  to  a  considerable  extent,  Tech. 
triumphed  36  to  0.  Then  came  the 
game  with  V.  M.  I.  No  Hampden- 
Sidney  Team  has  ever  suffered  a  more 
crushing  defeat  than  that  administer- 
ed us  by  the  "Flying  Squadron"  by 
the  score  of  136  to  0.  The  less  said 
about  this  game  the  better.  Our  inex-

slaught of  V.  M.  I.'s  veteran  eleven. 
A  sad  affair  after  the  3  to  0  battle  of 
last  year ! 

At  this  point  our  fortune  was  at  its 
lowest  ebb.  For  several  days  the  in- 
tensest  gloom  prevailed,  but  finally 
the  old  spirit  asserted  itself.  The  ad- 
dition of  Ben  Smith  and  Attaya 
strengthened  the  backfield  immensely. 
Changes  were  made  in  the  line.  Coach 
Roundy  never  let  up  for  a  minute.  It 
was  drive,  drive,  drive. 

The  result  of  this  work  was  seen  in 
our  next  game.  After  our  opponents 
had  scored  the  first  touchdown  we 
came  back  and  defeated  the  L.  A.  C. 
21  to  7.  Our  game  with  Richmond 
College  in  Richmond  witnessed  our 
last  defeat  of  the  season.  A  little 
hard  luck  and  two  penalties  aggre- 
gating about  one  hundred  yards  cost- 
ing us  two  touchdowns. 

In  our  first  championship  game  the 
Tiger  outfit  hit  the  stride  which  they 
kept  lip  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 
Lynchburg  College  proved  an  easy 
victim,  Hampden- Sidney  keeping  the 
ball  in  the  enemy's  territory  all  of  the 
time  after  the  first  five  minutes  of 
play.  Our  game  with  Randolph- 
Macon  resulted  in  another  victory  for 
the  garnet  and  gray.  Ben  Smith  ran 
at  will  through  Randolph  -  Macon's 
line  and  around  their  ends.  We  had 
advanced  one  more  step  towards  the 
E.  V.  I.  A.  championship. 

We  staged  our  next  conflict  in  old 
Death  Valley.  Roanoke  College  fought 
well  and  the  outcome  hung  in  doubt 
until  the  last  minute.

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ney  scored  first  when  Brittain  receiv- 
ed a  forward  pass  and  ran  for  a 
touchdown.  Roanoke  with  her  hea- 
vier line  came  back  and  carried  the 
ball  across  on  straight  football.  The 
deciding  score  came  when  Captain 
Adams  recovered  a  fumble  and  ran  al- 
most to  the  goal  line  when  Smith  car- 
ried the  ball  over  for  the  score. 

A  new  departure  was  made  when 
we  played  Guilford  in  Danville.  We 
succeeded  in  defeating  them  in  a 
game  that  was  very  poorly  played  on 
both  sides.  Fumbles  were  costly  to 
both  sides  and  the  only  redeeming 
features  of  the  game  were  Brittain 's 
receiving  of  a  forward  pass  and  Day's 
drop  kick. 

Following  the  Guilford  game  every 
preparation  was  made  for  our  final 
contest  with  William  and  Mary  on 
Thanksgiving. 

A  book  might  be  written  on  that 
forty-eight-minute  struggle,  but  a 
meager  account  must  suffice.  William 
and  Mary's  line  outweighed  us  heav- 
ily, but  our's  was  better.  The  decid- 
ing factor  proved  to  be  the  old  Tiger 
fight  and  determination  to  win. 

The  first  half  was  scoreless  with  the 
ball  in  mid-field  most  of  the  time. 
Then,  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  half 
William  and  Mary  recovered  a  fumble 
and  ran  to  the  two-yard  line.  In  three 
plays  they  drove  the  ball  across  and 
goal  was  kicked  from  touchdown. 

Things  looked  bad  for  a  Tiger  vic- 
tory, but  the  team  never  gave  up. 
Hampden-Sidney  received  the  ball 
and  began  a  march  up  the  field.  Ben 
•Smith  circled  the  ends  lime  and  again 
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E.    Sager 


for  substantial  gains  and  the  Tiger's 
finally  scored  the  touchdown  that  tied 
things  up.  Once  more  the  ball  hov- 
ered in  mid-field  and,  with  five  min- 
utes more  of  play,  it  looked  like  a  tie. 
Then  William  and  Mary  fumbled  and 
Brittain  recovering  the  ball,  raced  for 
a  touchdown.  The  game  ended  short- 
ly after  and  Hampden-Sidney  had 
won  another  championship. 

The  1920  season  should  be  an  in- 
spiration to  those  hereafter  who  sup- 
port the  name  of  Hampden-Sidney,  on 
the  athletic  field.  From  well-nigh 
hopeless  defeat  the  Tiger  team  fought 
its  way  to  a  final  victory.  Against 
heavier  and  more  experienced  teams, 
Hampden-Sidney  won  what  may  be 
the  last  cup  awarded  by  the  old 
E.  V.  I.  A.  A.

N  basketball  we  were  handicapped  this  year  by  green  material. 
The  past  season  has  practically  served  for  apprenticeship.  Next 
year  should  procure  results.  Though  we  did  not  succeed  in  win- 
ning many  games,  no  team  ran  up  a  very  large  score  on  us.  The 
men  fought  gamely  until  the  last  whistle,  but  somehow  we  didn't 
seem  to  be  able  to  find  the  basket  at  the  critical  time.  Our  defense 
was  good  and  our  pass  work  was  fair,  but  we  didn't  have  a  single 
man  who  could  ring  them  up  regularly.  Furthermore,  right  in 
midseason,  when  team  work  was  developing,  sickness  threw  three 
regulars  out  of  the  line-up. 

Immediately  after  the  holidays,  practice  began.  Strenuous  work  commenced 
at  once  in  preparation  for  our  first  game.  Then  we  met  the  strong  Lynchburg 
Elks  on  our  home  floor.  Though  we  were  defeated,  the  game  was  sharply  con- 
tested throughout.  The  following  week  we  left  on  our  first  trip,  playing  the 
Elks  again  and  the  University  of  Virginia,  to  both  of  whom  we  lost.  Our  next 
trip,  on  which  we  played  V.  P.  I..  Roanoke  College  and  Roanoke  V.  M.  C.  A., 
was  equally  unsuccessful. 

The  weeks  of  gruelling  practice  finally  bore  fruit  in  our  next  game.  The 
Union  Theological  Seminary  was  defeated  in  the  last  five  minutes  of  play.  The 
Elon  College  game  which  we  lost  by  one  point  after  an  extra  period,  was  one 
of  the  best  games  of  basketball  ever  staged  in  the  IT.  Tucker  Graham  Gym- 
nasium. 

Then  an  epidemic  of  colds  and  flu  laid  up  four  first-string  men.  Things 
looked  pretty  blue,  and  Lynchburg  College  arrived  expecting  an  easy  victory. 
The  American  Legion  of  Petersburg  next  fell  an  easy  victim  in  the  game  in 
which  we  rolled  up  our  largest  score. 

However,  Hie  last  of  the  season  almost  made  up  for  all  our  previous  de- 
feats. Randolph-Macon,  completely  outplayed  in  every  department  of  the  game, 
weni  down  to  defeat  13  to  4.

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Statistics
